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PREFACE 


This new and completely revised 1942 edition of The 
Gramophone Shop Enctjclopedia of Recorded Music is de- 
signed to assist all those who are interested in budding a 
worth-while library of recordings. Not only will musicians 
and libraries find many important uses for this volume, 
but the inveterate record collector will receive guidance 
in many of his pet projects. 

Based on the valuable pioneering work accomplished in 
the original Encyclopedia, the 1942 edition takes full ad- 
vantage of modern scholarship and practice. Maximum 
readability and ease of reference are guaranteed by a 
newly designed typographical arrangement. Material that 
in the past had proved confusing has been omitted. It has 
also been necessary to exclude from the listings many 
composers whose works fall distinctly in the popular field. 
There are, however, many contemporary writers listed 
who have contributed much to the evolution of a new 
style. 

Information has been culled from all sources. This edi- 
aon contains aD available listings from European manu- 
facturers up to and including December, 1941, and all the 
domestic issues up to and including those of June, 1942. 
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HOW TO USE THE ENCYCLOPEDIA 


In the 1942 edition of The Gramophone Shop Encyclopedia of Recorded 
Music the same method of listmg is followed as m the original edition, except 
that pi ices have been omitted and sets available for automatic operation are 
marked by a dagger (f). Composers aie listed alphabetically, as are such 
groupings as Anonymous and Gregorian Chant. Under the names of indi- 
vidual composers, works are listed in alphabetical or numerical oider. In 
some cases, compositions are grouped under such headings as Concertos, 
Duets, Quartets, Songs, Symphonies, Operas, Trios. When excerpts from 
sets are obtamable only on special ordei, they aie indicated in the foUowmg 
way (in VM-678). This infoimation is mvariabiy given directly under the 
record number. 

Let us suppose that we are searchmg for the available recordings of 
Mozart’s Symphony No. 35 m D Mapr, Kochel 3S5. Having located the 
pages devoted to Mozart and the section, under his name, listing Sympho- 
nies, we find what we are seekmg printed as follows.

We learn from this that the D Major Symphony is available played by the 
New York Philharmonic-Symphony Orchestra conducted by Toscanini, that 
this recording is Victor Masterpiece set No. 65, which is available for auto- 
matic operation, that the Symphony uses five record sides; that the odd 
sixth side contains the Dance of the Spirits from Gluck’s Orfeo, and that the 
European catalogue numbers of the set are G-D1782 to G-D1784 inclusive. 
Similarly, we learn that the Symphony is available played by the London 
Philharmonic Orchestra conducted by Beecham; that this recording is Co- 
linnbia Masterwork set No. 399, which is available for automatic operation; 
that the Symphony uses 3 12" records, that the odd sixth side is blank ( for 
the “3s” ending the European numbers means “third record single-faced”); 
and that the European catalogue numbers of the set are C-LX851 to 
C-LX85Ss inclusive. No other recordings of this s)mphony are available as 
the Encyclopedia goes to press. 

Note: At the end of the book mil be found several blank pages In which the reader 
may hst new recordings as they are issued. An asterisk or similar gmdemark inserted m 
ihe body of the book m the proper section under the name of the composer will act as 
an mdex to these additions.

GREGORIAN CHANT (Plainsong) 

Musically the Chant is a complete art form built 
upon the basis of a single line of melody. Its 
range of expression has yet to he exceeded by any 
subsequent melody writers When correctly per- 
formed the music is free in length of phrase and 
in the time groupings. It is rhythmic, flowing, and 
its arabesques soar upward, free from the mod- 
ern regularly recurring strong beat 
Aside from the inherent beauty of these melodies, 
they form a valuable ground for research into 
the nature of our modern music. It is from these 
single lines that our many voiced music has 
evolved. 

The outstanding contribution to this list of re- 
corded Chant is the collection sung by the Choir 
of Solesmes Abbey. Solesmes Abbey is the home 
of the true Gregorian tradition, where it was 
painstakingly restored to purity from the corrup- 
tion into which it had fallen from the ISth Cen- 
tury until the end of the 19th Century The Soles- 
mes Edition of the chants is the official one, and 
the Solesmes recordings are at once the most 
authoritative and the most beautiful of all re- 
corded Gregorian performances. Nearly aU the 
other recordings deviate from the ideal: the ex- 
cellent sets by the Fius X Choir include women’s 
voices and light organ backgrounds; many of the 
others are sung in arrangements or with organ 
accompaniment, whereas the Chants should prop- 
erly be sung — as in the Solesmes set — by a male 
chMr in unison and unaccompanied. In addition, 
the Solesmes alhum-set includes a booMei by the 
Solesmes Choirmaster, Horn J, Gajard, OS,B,, 
which serves as an admirable introduction to the 
history, character and use of Gregorian Music, 

It should he remarked that the Solesmes records 
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are authorized hy the Church in order to make 
Gregorian Chant better known and to exemplify 
tts coffect performance Their use during an Of-- 
fice of the Church, as a substitute for the singing 
of the congregation or of the choir, is strictly for- 
bidden,

On becoming King of Prussia, Frederick the 
Great summoned Quantz, who had taught him 
to play the flute, to become his chamber musician 
and court composer. In addition to his stipend as 
director of the palace concerts, Quantz received 
special fees for new flute compositions He pro^ 
duced more than five hundred m thirty years, 
including three hundred concertos* He also added 
a second key to the flute.

SAINT-SAENS, Charles-Camille (1835- 
1921) 

Wit, traveler, disputant, and cntic, Sainf-Saens 
had the misfortune of living too long for the 
good of his reputation. Already a famous com- 
poser in 1853, he outlived the First World War, 
finding himself long out of style. He was prolix, 
and published a mass of what looks like auto- 
matic music wnting, A tiny percentage of his 
work — none of it of sinking originality or power 
— seems likely to survive. He was always capable 
of formal excellence, but seldom filled his im- 
peccable forms with anything better than mildly 
charming, trite, and derivative ideas. His few 
best works are scarcely distinguishable from the 
works of greater men than himself,

The music of the most eminent disciple of Liszt 
and Wagner has too often, and far too long, been 
'fudged on partly nonmusical grounds Hts sense 
of the theatrical, hts taste for shocking librettos, 
his willingness to conduct in a department store 
— all have made it difficult to listen to his music 
for its own sake. Perhaps the greatest orchestrator 
of the last decade of the nineteenth century and 
the first decade of the twentieth, Strauss has 
lived too long Some of the glamour has gone 
from the more superficial of his works Perhaps 
there has always been something a little insincere 
about him.

VERDI, Giuseppe (1813-1901) 

Contemporary musicology and music criticism 
have belatedly begun to assess Verdi as the very 
great master of music he was Under the influ- 
ence of blind Wagnenans, music criticism for a 
long time made the prime error of ranking Verdi 
as a vulgar maker of Italian tunes There seems 
to be, on the contraiy, no reason whatever for 
ranking him as inferior to Wagner Indeed, in 
some ways — notably in the recognition that opera 
is to be sung — he was Wagners clear superior.

The creator and — until Wagner — the command- 
ing figure of German romantic opera, Weber has 
been badly treated by time. None of his operas 
has truly held the stage, his piano, orchestral,
